He has been 
employed in this position for about 9 ye:.rs and during his 
employment he was liked by both the master ana mistress and 
eventually promoted to a higher position. This, however, 
incuried the Jeaslousy of his feliow-workers, who invented 
false stories against him in order to cause his dismissal from 
this job. 

in view of the fact that my son supports a2 family 
ef seven, the undersigned earnestly requests that rurther 
enquiries be made into this case.
